Prior art of record neither teach nor make it obvious as a whole the claimed 
limitation of the instant application, as recited in claims 1 & 13, either taken alone or in 
combination. In particular, Gamo et al. fail to teach the concentration decreasing from 
the position of peak density in the direction of the back surface of the segment. Gamo et 
al. also fail to teach a maximum concentration of the recombination centers being in a 
region which is between the front surface and the central plane and nearer to the front 
surface than the central surface.
